REMARKS 



The Examiner has stated that the file wrapper indicates that a Prior Art Statement was 
filed but not found in the file, and requested it to be resubmitted for the Examiner's 
consideration. A copy of the IDS accompanies this Amendment. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 USC § 103, Claims 9-10 are allowed. In view of the 
foregoing amendments and the remarks to follow all of the claims are believed to be allowable. 

Section 103(a) 

Claim 1 and, accordingly, dependent Claims 2-8 are amended to recite that the cam 
member and cam follower are constructed and arranged to reset the cam follower upon complete 
rotation of the dial member. This feature, in combination with the eductor and the needle valve 
assembly is not found in the prior art. Berwick of record does not teach or suggest a camming 
action. While Kelley discloses a camming action in a valve member, it does not disclose a 
camming action of the type wherein cam follower and cam member allow the cam follower to 
reset itself Reconsideration of the rejection based on Berwick and Kelley in view of the 
amendment to Claim 1 is respectfully requested. 

Proper basis for the amendatory subject matter can be found in FIG. 4 of the drawing, and 
the second full paragraph of Page 5. 

An amendment is made to Claims 3 and 6 so as to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
term needle member. 

The indication of the allowance of Claims 9 and 10 is acknowledged with thanks.
